Let 
all the candidates line up for the con­ 
test, each one securing all the friends 
he t an find to support his claims. 
Let 
the vote* be counted by the regularly 
authorized persons, and when the re­ 
sult is announced let the two who re- j 
ceive the greatest number of votes be 
accepted as the regularly authorized 
candidates. Then the popularity of the 
winner could be decided at the pools. 
“ I ara in favor of this plan because it 
does away with any danger of the 
wrong man being elected. There would 
be perhaps a dozen candidates, and one 
might succeed in slipping in if the vote 
was to be divided among them. 
Now 
if you let the people choose the most 
popular, puting the others out of the 
way, there will be no danger of the Re- 
publicahs of East Liverpool making a 
mistake." 
Tnere are many things connected 
with the plan which commends it at 
once to the thoughtful man, particularly I 
when he recalls some incidents in con­ 
nection with the choosing of poefcmas- 
ters in the past.

At 7 p. rn. the sawmill of Newman & 
Spencer was discovered on fire. 
Be­ 
fore the f»re department reached the 
scene the flames had extended to tile 
lumberyard. 
The long drought bad 
made everything so combustible ti.at 
the flames sw’ept everything. 
The lire 
soon also wiped out the mills and lum­ 
beryards of the Penn Lumber company. 
The fire soon threatened the water­ 
works and word was sent to Cattlets- 
burg, Ashland and Portsmouth for re­ 
lief. 
About 20 families were soon rendered 
homeless, two business blocks on Sec­ 
ond aud Third streets and the St. Jos­ 
eph’s church, parochial schools aud 
parsonage. Columbia hall and the Bel­ 
mont ironwork burning at IO o’clock 
with the heart of the city threatened 
with destruction. 
The supply house aud coal bins ad­ 
joining the city water building were 
demolished by a Norfolk and Western 
locomotive crew using a block aud 
tackle and the pumping station was 
saved. 
The opportune arrival of the 
Ashland (Ky.) department, with sev­ 
eral thousand feet of hose, was a god­ 
send to the city, and at 10:80 the ten 
acres of blazing ruins are surrounded 
bv lines of hose and the Hattiesburg 
(k y .) fire engine has just arrived by a 
special boat. 
This practically places 
the fire under control, although the 
conflagration will hardly subside be­ 
fore morning. 
The large plant of 
Newman <te Spencer, valued at $50,000. 
is insured for $20,000, but they carried 
no insurance on 8,000,000 feet of pop­ 
lar lumber, every plank of which went 
up in smoke. 
The Penn Lumber com- 
nany’s plant wa# valued at $85,(HK). 
They carried $17,500 insurance on the 
property and $4,500 on 0,000,000 feet of 
lumber, which was totally destroyed. 
In addition to these plants, the resi­ 
dences of Henry S. Punner. E. Cole. 
Mrs. G. Kurtz, Mrs. Hall, Henry Horn. 
S. Mackay aud Newman & Spencer’s 
large office and warehouse. 
At least 
20 more residences were more or less 
damaged by flames. 
With the excep­ 
tion of New*mail & Spencer‘s^ware 
house and S. Mackay’s property, all 
were insured. 
The loss is estimated at 
from $800,000 to $400,OOO with hardly 
half that amount of insurance. 
An 
area of three squares in length and two 
squares I ack from the river was en­ 
tirely swept. There were no casualties, 
but one man had an arm broken.

CHAPTER I. 
A DANGEROUS MISSION. 
There were only 30 in all that night 
i when the troop reached the Niobrara 
and unsaddled along the grassy banks, 
rather slim numlierH for the duty to be 
performed and with the captain away 
too.

He rode one of

“ I have read w ith a great deal of in ­ 
terest,” he writes, “ the many articles 
that have appeared from time to time 
on Alaska, but am moved to utter a 
warning word just now on ai^oount of a 
statement that I have seen several times. 
This was to the effect that woudeiTul 
developments were to be looked for on 
Stuart river and that the Canadian gov­ 
ernment ha<i secret information alx>ut 
the river that would prove startling. 
‘‘Stuart river is 
not an 
untried 
fitream. 
It was w^orked by hundreds of 
miners before the riches of Forty M ile 
creek were known, and the gold f'anuot 
be picked off the bars in chunks and is 
not awaiting the touch of the first com­ 
ers. 
McQuestin, ITarper and Mayo bad 
a store there and did not leave until the 
stream was practically abandoned by 
miners. In my conversations w ith these 
traders rjid men who had be«m on thej 
river I never heard of any one m aking, 
more than fair wages on it. The stream 
wasfollow’ed far to its head, parti'-ular- 
ly by tw'O men, an old American trap­ 
per and miner named Joe Gw; and a ,
